Sec. 5, The officers shall be nominat¬ 
ed and then chosen by ballot at the reg¬ 
ular annual meeting, and the majority 
of ballots shall elect. 

Officers shall hold office for one year, 
or until their successors are elected ex¬ 
cept the Executive Committee which 
shall have one member retire each year. 
Provided, however, that at the first 
meeting of this association, the three 
members of this board shall be chosen 
and shall hold office for one, two, and 
three years respectively, to he decided 
by them by lot. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the 
President to preside at all meetings of 
the association. 

The Vice-President shall preside 
when the President is absent. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary 
to keep a record of all the doings of the 
association and to carry on all corres¬ 
pondence. 

It shall be the duty of the Treasurer 
to keep all accounts of the association 
aDd to pay all bills after they have 
been approved by the Executive Com¬ 
mittee. 

It shall be the duty of the Executive 
Committee to act on any communica¬ 
tion or complaint that may be made 
and to have a general supervision over 
the interests of the association, and 
they shall have the power to appoint 
any additional committees they shall 
deem necessary. It shall also be their 
duty to approve all hills before they are 
paid by the Treasurer and to audit all 
accounts and books of the association.

This organization shall bo 
known as the Gould’s Academy Alumni 
Association. 

Art, 2, The object of this assodia- 
tiou shall be to unite the graduates of 
Gould’s Academy into a fraternal body;

Intelligent and progressive farmers 
and dairymen are becoming more fa¬ 
miliar with the fact that milk and but¬ 
ter producing qualities Of cows are ac¬ 
companied by a general vigor, con¬ 
formation, temperament, fineness, bear¬ 
ing and other features that are quite 
characteristic, says a bulletin of the 
Storrs experiment station. The accom¬ 
panying figure shows the outline and 
general features of a profitable cow of 
the dairy type. 

The general constitutional vigor of 
the cow is of primary importance, and 
of nearly as great Importance are effi¬ 
cient digestive organs, large and well 
formed milk organs, strong heart and 
good blood circulation, large, strong 
lungs and a highly developed nerve 
system. For convenience in the pres- 
ent discussion these are called the es¬ 
sential organs and are considered here 
with some remarks concerning their 
uses or 'functions. 

Milk is a manufactured article pro¬ 
duced by the cow from the food which 
she consumes. The capacity of a cow 
for producing milk depends largely 
upon .her capacity for digesting food 
and assimilating it into her tissues. 
For the accommodation of a large and 
efficient digestive apparatus a good 
dairy cow should have a long, deep 
and wide barrel, with well sprung ribs. 
This form of middle piece gives ample 
room for thp storage of food and for 
an apparatus capable of disposing of 
large quantities of the coarse, bulky 
fodder which the cow consumes.

The number of such cells 
Journal 8 ’ yet extremely ' witty.—Detroit i S limited by the size of the udder and 
11 the amount of fatty tissue it contains. 

The dairy cow should therefore have 
a large udder capacity—the larger the 
better—hut the size of the udder should 
not be due to any large amount of fat 
or flesh. There should be an elasticity 
of the tissue, with a shrinkage of the 
udder when empty. The udder should 
have considerable surface, extending 
far forward and well up behind. It 
should be well balanced and symmet¬ 
rical in shape, indicating good devel¬ 
opment in all quarters, for the more 
perfectly developed the organ is the 
larger the amount of milk it will be 
likely to yield. It should be spread 
considerably from side to side also, 
while the teats should be even and 
squarely placed. To make room for 
sUch a capacious, well developed udder 
the hind legs of the cow should be wide 
apart, the thighs should be thin and 
the flanks high arched, 

The digestive tract prepares the food 
for assimilation into the tissues, the 
udder elaborates the milk, the heart 
forces the blood with its load of food 
and oxygen through the body, the 
lungs supply oxygen to the blood and 
remove from it the products of the ox¬ 
idation which tabes place in the body, 
but the brain and nerve system are 
concerned in all these operations, 
Through the influence of this system 
the activities of all the organs are 
aroused, guided, controlled and har¬ 
monized. 

In the cow the heart and lungs are 
ever active. The digestion, absorption 
and assimilation of food, and perhaps 
the mysterious elaboration of milk, are 
constantly going on. Collier estimates 
that a cow giving an average quantity 
of milk produces, oil an average, 13S,- 
210,000 fat globules per second during 
each 24 hours. This and the secretion 
of the other constituents of the milk 
illustrate the amount of activity in the 
milk organs alone and suggest t’he 
need of a highly developed nerve sys¬ 
tem. The more pronounced of the out¬ 
ward signs that Indicate this nerte 
development are a bright, lively and 
prominent eye, this prominence caus¬ 
ing a dished face; a wide forehead; a 
wide junction of the skull and spinal 
column, Indicating a large brain; a 
large, prominent backbone, giving 
room for a well developed spinal cord; 
a long, slim tall, find considerable 
energy and vigor and style of action.

the clouds gather; every moment 
an accurate eye sweeps the black¬ 
ened heavens, measuring the dis¬ 
tance away of the shower; there 
is a strong wrestling of the leaves; 
the breeze increases and Is iaden 
with the odor of rain-drops; hay is 
blown from the rapidly moving 
load ; the chickens run for shelter ; 
the farm gate is blown on its bin¬ 
ges, and the sound of rain is plain- 
lv heard. Hurry! The hay-rack 
strikes the platfortr leading to the 
floor; the load plunges into the 
barn with a thud; the boys on the 
top of the load bounce up aud 
whistle as the wheels strike the 
sill; down comes the rain in tor¬ 
rents: there is a merry ring of 
glad voices—“This is the last

CALIFORNIA LETTER. 


Tent City, Coronado, Cal. Aug. ’00. 
Dear News: 

The winds from the desdrt and 
the fires in the mountains, combin¬ 
ed with the long sunny days, caus¬ 
ed a heat quite too powerful for a 
tenderfoot to endure, and we fled 
to the Bea. 

Jfivery one wno knew, said there 
Was no climate like San Diego cli¬ 
mate, and the papers were full of 
the new resort at Coronado Beach. 
4s far-away places are supposed to 
be better than near-by ones, we 
passed the attractions of Santa 
Monica, Long Beach, and even 
Rodonda and took the Santa Fe 
morning train for our most south¬ 
western city. This gave us four 
hours in the Los Angeles station,— 
a fine, new building, well equipped 
in all its departments; so copl, and 
comfortable and nice, we did not 
dream of the intense heat reported 
by the papers next morning. 

The four or five dry years have 
had a sobering effect upon all Cali¬ 
fornia scenery, and one is obliged 
to speak of the pleasures of travel 
with strong limitations. A good 
supply of water everywhere creates 
an oasis, but how the great’ herd's 
of cattle and horses, that we pass¬ 
ed, manage to subsist was a mys¬ 
tery to us. 

Southern California is a curious 
country with its bare and brown 
mountains, perculated with val¬ 
leys, or canons as they are called, 
—somje broad enough for large 
farms, some narrow with abrupt 
sides and a little growth in what, 
in wet seasons, is the bed of a

Rather Than Anti-Christian. 

It is the foreigner, then, In his 
increasingly menacing role, as the 
disposer of the empire, Who looms 
up before the Chinese imagination, 
and becomes the true and the 
quiet sufficient explanation of the 
extreme virulence of tne present 
outburst. The fact that the au¬ 
thorities, instead Of sternly sup¬ 
pressing, have encouraged these 
turbulent movements, is an ad¬ 
ditional cause of their violence. 
There is abundance evidence, in 
the records of diplomatic inter¬ 
course with China, that duplicity,*! 
mingled With the same unquence- 
able antipathy as is so jauntily 
alleged to pertain al most exclusive¬ 
ly to missionaries, has been long 
characteristic of Chinese relations 
with the official representatives of 
foreign powers. The whole dipio-1 
made body, in fact, is at the pres¬ 
ent moment the supreme object of 
Chinese insult and outrage. The 
attempt, therefore, on the part of 
those who are offended by missions 
to seize the occasion and make a 
scapegoat of the missionary is 
clearly indefensible and unfair; al¬ 
though not in all instances with a 
deliberate animus.—From “Mis¬ 
sions in China,” by James S. Den¬

This is the home of the lemon, 
as more central California is of the 
orange. All kinds of berries are 
grown in profusion and are most 
delicious. Before coming here we 
had been told that fruit was not 
equal to that grown m the East. 
We have never tasted anything 
more delicious than the fruit, ber¬ 
ries, and melons we find here, and 
upon which we largely live. Blaok- 
beri'ies in San Diego County have 
certainly reached a perfection that 
cannot be surpassed. One of our 
neighbor campers from Lemon 
Grove, five miles from here, said, 
“there were but three weeks last 
year when he did not scud straw¬ 
berries to market,” and no Ea-tern 
market can outrival them in size, 
or lusciousuess. The melons un¬ 
equal to Jersey melous, and that is 
praise enough. All these things 
we get fresh picked while the 
morning dew is on them, and v e 
have them for dinner. Fruits 
have to be picked green to send 
East, so no wonder you pronounce 
them tasteless. We cannot praise 
the vegetable as we do the fruits. 
All this business is largely in the 
hands of the Chinese whose mar¬ 
ket gardens are a pronounced feat¬ 
ure in the suburbs of every city. 
The Chinese themselves are not as 
much in evidence as we expected 
to find them. In all this very 
large county there are onlj* 500. 

But I must tell you of our home. 
We spent our first night in the 
city, San Diego, Where even our 
nice suit of rooms seemed stuffy, 
so the next morning we crossed 
the ferry,—a half mile,—over to 
Coronado. The double-decked car 
that met us at the steam ferry 
looked as if business was brisk. 
It took us through a delightful 
avenue of paints with a flue Cali¬ 
fornia road on Neither side. The 
car track, the roads, the palms 
were all first class, and scattered 
all along were lovely homes. A 
mile and a half brought us to the 
famous Coronado Hotel, built close 
by the sea and capable of accom¬ 
modating comfortably 1300 guests* 
The grounds are much larger, but 
not so finely kept as those about 
Hotel Arcade at Santa Monica. 
We turned at the hotel and ran 
out half a mile on a narrow strip 
of land, and came to the Tent City, 
This sand-spit was filled with good 
earth, water pipes and drainage 
put in, a large building erected for 
dining hall, business offices etc,, 
with a hall aud band stand above: 
all in modern styles, a plaza laid 
out in front with seats (chairs) for 
an audience, and 160 tents put up. 
The grading of the ground and 
buildings was done between Jan¬ 
uary and the opening, July 4, last.

Everything was so clean and fresh 
and attractive,—the ocean on one 
side, and the pretty little Gloretta 
Bay on the other, that we were in¬ 
stantly captivated. Selecting our 
tent (12 x 15 feet, five foot wall, 
board floor with matting,) we took 
possession; ordered our baggage 
sent over and proceeded to 
make ourselves at home for a 
month, and the longer we stay the 
more we are enchanted, We were 
among the new comers, only about 
fifty of the tent3 being taken. 
Everything was done for our com¬ 
fort, the grounds and the tents 
taken fine care of; the Cafe was of 
the best and prices reasonable. A 
fine band of some two dozen pieces 
comes over from the city every 
night, and after giving the public 
an hour of music, all who wish to 
dance, adjourn to the hall, free for 
two hours, well conducted and 
well patronized. 

We have been bore three weeks 
and now there are 200 tents occu¬ 
pied by an excellent class of peo¬ 
ple from all over the State, ancl 
out of it. Our neighbor on the 
right is from Cincinnati, on the 
left from Mexico. All this could 
not be done in any other climate. 
Here rain is never taken into ac¬ 
count from April to October; the 
air is delightful, soft and balmy 
neither hot or cold, and the bath 
ing good. It is a very Paradise for 
children, and even the children 
here are idea). 

Southern California well de 
serves the name “of the land of 
steady habits,” and we are con 
stantly surprised at the high mor¬ 
al lone of the people who have 
settled it. There are very few for 
eiguers, and unlike the South no 
one is ashamed to work. Out¬ 
siders give ns credit for telling 
large stories. How can we help It? 
Everything is on such a generous 
scale; why should we be stingy of 
our words. Who that has breath¬ 
ed this air, that seems almost food 
and medicine, sat under rainless 
skies for mouths at a time, grown 
calm and thoughtful by the side 
of the ever moving, yet never 
tempestuous ocean, feeling the old 
scales of time slip off, and the 
sense of youth and elasticity 
brightening In their views,—how 
can they refrain from speaking 
sweet words of praise for this won 
derful land. Come and see for 
yourselves, Come and eat of its 
oranges, its apricots, (food for the 
Gods) its peaches and plums, 
nectarines and figs. Come and fish 
in its prolific Waters, and strain 
your eyes to get a glimpse of our 
neighbors in Honolulu or even 
the Philippines aud see if 
your tongue will not be loosened 
and you exclaim great is Ameri¬ 
ca, and great is California that 
joins the East with the West. In 
my next Will tell of San Diego.

An overproduction of drones is very 
objectionable and should always be' pre¬ 
vented. 

Bees require plenty of water. If a 
supply is not close at hand it should be 
furnished. 

Every beekeeper should have a supply 
of ready made combs on hand to be used 
as needed. 

During- the process of constructing 
combs they should be noticed often, and 
If any combs are found to be out of place 
they should be straightened. 

Strict attention must be given to re¬ 
move all sections as soon as they are 
completed and add empty ones, always 
keeping the ones nearest full in the uppet 
tier. 

Bees are not liable to attach comb to 
cloth, so that cloth divisions between the 
frames serve as a guide. A board cover¬ 
ing should never be placed directly over 
the frames. 

The best article to produce smoke When 
used in the bee smoker is dry, rotten 
wood that has become in a manner 
spongy and light. Almost any kind ol 
wood will do. 

Infertile queens will produce drones 
and nothing but drones. Such drones 
are not fit for breeding purposes, but 
should all be destroyed. Keep the apiary 
rid of them.—St, Louis Republic.

Tiling's t Well Worth Knowing. 

Bleaching Yellow Sections, 

There is a new device for inducing 
bees on the wing to cluster, It is eas¬ 
ily made and can be put in practice by 
any one. Take a board about a foot 
square and put a hole in the center 
large enough to receive the end of a 
pole. Then put a half dozen holes id 
the board large enough to receive as 
many corncobs.. With your pole in the 
center you can take the device and go 
with it where the bees are flying thick¬ 
est, and they will cluster on the board. 
Then you can carry them to their hive 
and shake them off before tt or into it, 
and the work is done. 

Those who have black bees and are 
troubled Jwith worms'should at once 
change them for Italians. Worms have 
no show with strong Italian colonies. 
They are wormproof and should for 
this property have the preference. 

Let every beekeeper attend to put¬ 
ting on empty sections and removing 
full ones during this month (Jul-y). 
Give plenty of room to the bees, that 
they may not cluster on the outside of 
the hive and practically do nothing, 
This is easily prevented by making 
room In the hive for surplus honey. 
The same thing can be accomplished 
by a judicious use of the extractor. 
This empties the full combs and gives 
■ the bees room for replenishing with 
additional honey. 

Bees did, not do as well this past sea¬ 
son in cellars as they did on their sum¬ 
mer stands. This is exceptional, for 
a good, dry cellar easily regulated as to 
temperature is generally the best win¬ 
ter protection that can be had. There 
are some excellent beekeepers, how¬ 
ever, who prefer wintering on the sum¬ 
mer stands, with large hives and strong 
colonies. 

Put yellow stained sections in a win¬ 
dow or where the sun can shine on 
them, and they will soon be bleached 
white, so that they will readily sell for 
first class honey. This is worth know¬ 
ing, as it enhances the price of the 
honey. It may be worth hundreds of 
dollars to some beekeepers. 

A good way to stop robbing In mild 
cases Is to throw a handful of grass 
before the hive. For a more severe 
case saturate the grass with water. 
For a very had case saturate the grass 
with kerosene oil. But “an ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure.” 
Be careful not to' drop any honey 
around the hives, as this will induce 
the bees to begin depredations on oth¬ 
er hives.—-Farm Journal.

If You Want to Get Low 


Where to Cut Sprouts on Stumps. 

Winter cut hard wood stumps are | 
likely to sprout the following season, 
while those cut In midsummer do so 
rarely or cease sprouting the second 
season. Allowing winter cut stumps 
to retain their sprouts throughout the 
summer preserves the vitality of the 
roots, and if early the following spring 
these shoots are cut off the’ roots are 
In condition to throw up another sup¬ 
ply of shoots, and so the life of the 
stump may continue for several sea¬ 
sons, according to the age of the 
stump—the older for a shorter and the 
younger for a longer time. 

The advantageous time to cut away 
sprouts is during July and August, 
when the foliage Is fully matured. The 
effect is a sudden shock to vitality at 
a time when nature Is least prepared to 
recover from such damage. A few 
ephemeral sprouts may come after a 
midsummer cutting, but usually no 
persistent growth. The long lapse of 
time without foliage till the opening of 
the next season usually suffices to de¬ 
stroy the stump's vitality. Exceptional 
cases may be met in stumps of wil¬ 
lows, aspens, mulberries, etc., which 
may require more continued cutting | 
and grubbing to destroy them. This 
advice was originally given by such 
good authority as Dr. B. W. Fernow 
in Rural New Yorker.
